age of pastures in Ontario, the fact) 
that crop is not yet harvested and 
drought conditions in the southern 
areas of the prairie provinces has 
given rise to a situation where 
there is scarcely any demand at the 
moment and prices on the different 


markets have worked down to the 
lowest figure that has ever prevail- 
ed at this time of year 
NO DEMAND 

We have just returned from the 
Pacific Coast and I may say that 
there is no demand there at pre- 
sent for Alberta cattle as far as 
we could determine from the in- 
formation which we received. The 
supply of B.C. cattle is sufficient 
for domestic trade in the coast 
cities until December. There will 
be some demand in British Colum- 
bia for feeders in the late months 
of the year and a good demand for 
grain fed butcher cattle during the 
winter months Mr Kennedy 
stated 

“With reference to hogs, prices 
ruling at the present time are most 
profitable to the farmers and pros- 
pects are for continual good prices 
The supply is still a way short of 
the demand for Canadian bacon 
under the quota agreement with 
Great Britain.’
